Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner affimned the position in the Office action that 14 in 
Tsutsumi was interconnect contacting the base substrate, even though called an "electrode" because 14 meets the 
definition of interconnect. Examiner also pointed out that the interconnect 66 in the instant application connects to a 
doped region 64 which connects to the source/drain regions, thereby indicating that the interconnect of the instant 
invention also qualifies as the electrode 14 of Tsutsumi since they perfomi the same function of providing electrical 
interconnection of device features. 
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
